He. met with the city council 
during a work. session last week

This request was approved with 
no opposition. 

Tindell Jater made two other 
requests to sénd out bids with 
each being approved by com- 
missioners.

As the price of gas at the 
pump creeps past $4.00 a pal- 
lon, more and more Americans 
are feeling pain in their wallets 
each time they fill their car's 
tank.
